In most state eapitols throughout the 
nation, legislators have been scrounging 
around this past y ear as never before, 
hunting for untapped tax .sources for 
sorely needed school dollars. 
Increased pressure have been build­ 
ing up at the state level because of a 
thorny problem down in the local school 
districts, one akin to the old blood-out*ot- 
a-turnip quandry . Like most other good 
things, education has become increasing­ 
ly ex pensive. And more and more tax ­ 
pay ers. apparently feeling they are al­ 
ready being squeezed dry with property 
tax es, are voting “ no’’ on many school 
financing measures which they have been 
told are vital to maintaining quality edu­ 
cation. 
During calendar y ear 1969. voters said 
thumbs down 011 school bond issues total­ 
ing $2.3 billion, while approving only $1.8 
billion worth, the National Education As­ 
sociation's 
Research 
Division 
has 
re ­ 
ported. 
In some states the problem is com­ 
pounded by the requirement that local 
bond issues must win two-thirds voter 
approval to pass. Courts in California and 
West Virginia have knocked down such 
restrictive provisions, but the issue 
1^ 
being appealed 
to the 
U.S. 
Supreme 
Court. 
Despite the significance oi this mat­ 
ter. its resolution would only alleviate the 
school building problem, not solve it. The 
underly ing malady stem s from the basic 
fact that most local school dollars come 
from the property tax , which already is 
creaking from overburden. 
Even where tax papers have approved 
* new tax m easures, the financing problem 
hasn't alway s gone away . “ Despite all- 
tim e record interest rates throughout this 
school y ear, substantial numbers of bond 
issues could not find buy ers.” said NKA's 
Committee on Educational Finance. 
The state governments have, at least 
tn a modest degree, ridden to the rescue. 
Said NEA: 
“ The 1969 record oi tax es enacted was 
heavy . The pressure for additional state 
tax revenue forced the consideration of 
tax legislation in nearly all of the 37 state 
legislatures which met in regular session 
during 19 6 9. The resulting tax activity 
produced a variety of increased tax es 
with particular emphasis on general and 
apecial ex cise tax es.” 
However, the states’ ex tra financial 
ex ertion has been partly counteracted by 
in school revenue has declined slightly in 
the last two y ears after reaching an all- 
tim e high of only 8 f>er cent. Many school 


leaders believe the federal government, 
the state, and the local community should 
share equally 
each providing one-third 
of the school dollar. This, they contend, 
is the only road to sound financing of 
quality education for all American chil­ 
dren. 
The cost of operating the regular pub­ 
lic elementary and secondary schools has 
become big big-business. Cost for school 
y ear 1969-7 0 was an estimated $32 billion, 
NEA reported. Capital outlay ex pendi* 
tures per pupil were an estimated $7 66, 
up from $7 02 in 1968 -69. 
Although teacher salaries were high­ 
er — as were all other aspects of school­ 
ing — there was evidence that teachers 
still don't receive a fair cut of the pie. 
Since 1963*64. the ratio of average in­ 
structional stall salaries to per capita 
personal income 
111 the nation has been 
shrinking. 
‘‘This is some indication.'* NEA said, 
‘that the teachers economic position rel­ 
ative to the rest ol the economy has slip­ 
ped m recent y ears despite the record of 
annual increases 
The average salary 
(»1 the classroom 
teacher (regional averages varied from 
$7 ,108 m the Southeast to $9 ,8 8 5 in the 
Far West) was well under the $10,07 7 
estimated by the U.S. Department of La­ 
bor a s an “ intermediate budget” for a 
family of four. 
‘In 1969*7 0 starting salaries for men in 
industry which averaged $8 .9 8 5 were 40.8 
per cent higher than beginning teachers 
salaries at $6 .38 3.” NEA said. “ Salaries 
paid neu women graduates were higher 
than teaching in all occupational classes 
reported ex cept secretary .” 
The NEA report also revealed that — 
The average public school teacher is 
39 y ears old, with 12 y ears of ex perience. 
The teacher shortage has eased, al­ 
though there still are not enough qualified 
personnel in some subjects and in certain 
geographical areas. 
Regular school enrollment (kindergar­ 
ten through higher education), which was 
446 million in 1969, totaled 5 9 million 
111 
1969 and is ex pected to be 62 million by 
fall 197 5 . 
From 1969 to 197 5 the school-age pop­ 
ulation (5 to 17 y ears) is ex pected to de­ 
cline slightly , while college age (18 to 24 
y ears will increase moderately . 
College enrollments have more than 
doubled since 1960. 
By 197 5 , only 24 out of 100 students 
working for degrees will be enrolled in 
private colleges, whereas

Antipollution 


A steep rise in ex penditures for envir­ 
onmental quaLity control equipment was 
reported recently by fhe domestic iron 
and steel companies. 
Companies producing nearly 98 per 
r ent of the nation’s steel placed a record 
$138 million worth of new air and water 
purification equipment into operation m 
1969, according to a survey just com plet­ 
ed by American Iron and Steel Institute. 
This was an increase from $101.6 million 
spent for such facilities in 1968 . 
At the sam e time, the Institute an­ 
nounced that steel companies have autho­ 
rized ex penditures of more than $38 5 mil­ 
lion for environmental quality control 
facilities scheduled to go into operation 
in 197 0 or later, a rise ol nearly $5 0 mil­ 
lion over the amount that had been autho­ 
rized for such projects one y ear ago. 
The accelerated pace of the steel in­ 
dustry 's war on air and water pollution 
is bemg accompanied by stepped up ef­ 
forts aimed at the collection and recy cl­ 
ing of used steel containers. In early J une 
the steel and container industries jointly 
demonstrated a new technique for re­ 
melting scrap steel cans into new pri­ 
mary steel. 
J ohn P. Roche, president of American 
Iron and Steel Institute, cited the results 
of the survey as an ex am ple ol steel’s 
continuing leadership in the national ef­ 
fort to clean up the air and water. He 
said it fortifies a recent study by the 
National 
Industrial 
Conference 
Board 
showing that steel leads all other major 
industries in spending for environmental 
control equipment. 
“ We have done a lot to bring about a 


better environment — hut we recognize 
that we have more to do. 
said Mr. 
Roche. “ That $38 5 million is being com­ 
mitted to the task, even in the face of 
lower current profits m the industry , 
shows that the industry means business.’ 
Between 1951 and the end of 1969. the 
steel industry had spent $8 38 .6 million for 
facilities to clean air and water. 
The 
AISI 
pollution 
control 
survey 
showed a particularly sharp jump in stesj 
companies' outlay s for air-cleaning fa­ 
cilities 111 1969 
I he value ol such equip­ 
ment placed 
111 operation last y ear was 
$67 million — compared with $40.2 mil­ 
lion worth placed on line in 1968 . and $39 .4 
million worth installed 111 1967 . 
‘Even more money was spent on clean­ 
er water during 1969. New water pollu­ 
tion control facilities costing nearly $71 
million were placed m operation last 
y ear. This compares with final installa­ 
tion of $6 1.5 million worth of such fa­ 
cilities in I96N. and $5 4.7 million worth 


111 1967 . 
All told, between 1951 and the end of 
1969. 
the steel 
industry 
had invested 
$415 .5 million m water cleaning equip­ 
ment. and $423 million in air purification 
gear. 
Industr\ ex perts estimate the annual 
cost of maintaining and operating this 
pollution control equipment at roughly 
10 per cent ol the original construction 
costs. That would mean that — as of the 
end of 1969 —■ the nation’s steel makers 
were spending about $H4 million every 
y ear just to keep already installed envir­ 
onmental control equipment and facilities 
going.

Now that sheets are perma­ 
nently pressed and prettily 
patterned, 
sm art 
gals 
arc 
snapping them u p to u se for 
qu ick-to-stitch ou tfits. A dou ­ 
b le sheet, measu ring 90x115 
anches, is equ ivalent to six 
yards of 45-inch fab ric — a 
great b u y in any market. 
Today’s cu lotte idea comes 
from the designers at West 
Point Pepperell, who u sed a 
b right plaid sheet for this at- 
home set. No lining, no zip­ 
pers or b u ttonsholes, and al­ 
most no hand-stitching make 
a whiz to sew. 
Make a pattern first. Tape 
newspapers together to meas­ 
u re waist-to-floor length plu s 
4 inches along vertical side, 
hip 
measu rement 
plu s 
26 
inches along horizontal side. 
Fold paper in half lengthwise, 
with fold at you r right.

14 inches down 
from top of pattern and draw 
line across pattern.

you r crotch-depth gu ide. For 
center front mark draw line 
2’j> inches in from 
folded 
edge. For center b ack mark, 
draw line 5 inches in from 
selvedges. 
Cu t 
ou t 
cu rved 
crotch sections as shown in 
diagram, making b ack cu rve 
longer and deeper than front 
cu rve. Cu t ou t marked crotch 
sections. Unfold paper and 
place on sheet in area indicat­ 
ed on diagram. Mark other 
pieces on sheet as shown, and 
cu t. Cu t cu lotte-pants section 
m half along original fold line. 
With right sides facing, join 
cu lotte pieces along front and 
b ack crotch lines, Join leg 
seams.

In my own college education, 
I spent 11 years at Northwest­ 
ern and Yale Universities, gain­ 
ing my five earned degrees.
